RESEARCH  IN  MEf)ICAL  SCIENCE  AS  A 
DANGEROUS  PURSUIT. 

For  ten  years  Medical  Science  has  been  studying-  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Spotted  Fever  problem.  Comparatively 
few  people  have  paid  any  attention  whatever  to  'this 
work.  When  our  forests  take  fire,  our  state  militia  is 
called  out  to  'fight  the  fire  because  this  fire  is  destroying- 
property  and  the  men  that  do  the  fighting  are  patted  on 
the  back  and  praised  by  the  people.  But  disease  does  not 
destroy  property,  it  only  destroys  lives.  Therefore  when 
men  go  in  to  fight  diseases  that  destroy  life  and  not  prop- 
erty and  these  men  lose  their  lives  in  such  fights,  they 
are  not  deemed  worthy  of  even  commendatory  resolu- 
tions 

In  1906  Dr.  Howard  T.  Ricketts  took  up  the  study  of 
Rocky  Mountain  spotted  fever  and  his  work  today  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  most  scientific  and  most  thor- 
ough pieces  of  work  ever  performed  in  original  research. 
Dr.  Ricketts  sacrificed  his  life  in  this  work,  having  be- 
come infected  and  died  from  the  infection  in  May,  1910. 
In  191 1  Drs.  T.  B.  McClintic  and  W.  C.  Rucker  of  the 
United  States  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service 
took  up  the  work  of  'Studying  this  disease.  Dir.  McClintic 
returned  to  the  field  in  March,  1912.  He  had  just  about 
completed  his  summer's  work,  intending  to  return  on  the 
12-th  of  August.  On  August  7th,  Dr.  McClintic  was  taken 
sick  and  started  to  Washington,  accompanied  by  Dr. 
K.  H.  Kellogg  of  Steven sville.  Oil  August  10th  it  was 
found  that  he  was  infected  with  Rocky  Mountain  spotted 
fever,  the  disease  he  had  been  studying.  Fortunately  re- 
ports received  today,  August  13th,  indicate  that  Dr.  Mc- 
Clintic will  recover  from  this  dread  disease. 

Nevertheless  Dr.  McClintic  exposed  his  life  in  the  study 
of  this  disease  and,  though  he  may  prove  one  of  the  rare 


exceptions  who  recover  from  infection  with  Rocky  Moun- 
tain spotted  fever,  he  is  none  the  less  entitled  to  the 
gratitude  and  commendation  of  the  people  who  live  in 
the  infected  district  and  those  who  live  in  the  uninfected 
district,  for  his  work  is  a  work  to  protect  the  health  and 
lives  of  men,  women  and  children  without  regard  to 
where  they  may  live. 

The  only  form  of  appreciation  that  has  ever  been  ex- 
pressed by  the  people  of  Montana  for  the  work  perform- 
ed by  Dr.  H.  T.  Ricketts  and  the  sacrifice  made  by  him  in 
the  study  of  this  disease  is  that  expressed  by  the  Montana 
State  Medical  Association  in  establishing  what  is  known 
as  the  Howard  T.  Ricketts  Memorial  prize.  Would  this 
have  been  the  case  had  Dr.  Ricketts  sacrificed  his  life 
in  the  study  of  a  disease  that  was  killing  cattle?  I  think 
not,  and  yet  we  profess  to  have  a  high  regard  for  human 
life.  How  high?  Would  not  the  little  story  of  the  French- 
man be  applicable  here?  This  Frenchman  was  in  a  raih 
road  wreck.  Two  men  had  been  very  badly  injured.  The 
people  were  all  standing  around  saying  how  sorry  they 
were  for  the  poor  men.  The  Frenchman  listened  for  a 
time,  then  he  said  to  the  bemoaning  people :  "How  sorry 
are  you?  I  am'  sorry  ten  dollar's  worth."  We  say  that 
we  are  sorry  Dr.  Ricketts  lost  his  life.  We  say  we  are 
sorry  that  Dr.  McClintic  must  suffer  and  go  into  the 
very  jaws  of  death,  but  how  sorry?  Are  we  sorry  ten 
dollar's  worth?    It  does  not  seem  so. 


August  14th,  1912. 

Since  writing  the  above,  word  has  been  received  from 
Washington,  stating  that  Dr.  McClintic  died  last  evening, 
August  13th,  at  6:00  p.  m. 
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This  is  the  month  that  we  expect  typhoid  in  Montana.  Com- 
paratively few  cases  have  been  reported  to  date.  There  is  no 
reason  for  having  typhoid  fever.  If  your  water  supply  is  not 
from  an  unquestioned  source,  boil  all  drinking  water.  Always 
remember  that  flies  carry  disease  germs  and  that  the  disease 
most  commonly  carried  by  flies  is  typhoid  fever.  Therefore 
see  that  all  of  your  food  is  thoroughly  protected  against  flies. 
If  your  house  is"  no>t  well  screened,  see  that  this  is  done  im- 
mediately. If  there  is  anything  about  your  yard,  such  as  de- 
caying animal  or  vegetable  matter,  open  garbage  cans  or  ma- 
nure piles,  remove  them  and  keep  the  place  clean.  If  such  a 
condition  exists  in  your  neighbor's  yard,  make  a  fuss  about  it 
and  keep  on  making  a  iuss  until  it  is  cleaned  up.  Neighbor- 
hood action  in  this  matter  can  do  wonders.

The  following  is  the  essay  which  was  awarded  second 
prize  in  the  contest  last  December. 

THE  EVILS  OF  THE  HOUSE  FLY  AND  HOW  THE  FLY 
CAN  BE  ABOLISHED. 

(By  Robert  Gatiss,  Creston,  Montana — Eighth  Grade  Pupil.) 

The  house  fly  is  largely  responsible  for  the  spread  of  typlioid 
fever  and  other  intestinal  diseases.  Young  babies  fed  on  bot- 
tled milk  in  the  warm  weather,  where  flies  have  access  to  the 
milk,  suffer,  and  many  die  from  diarrhea.  The  house  fly  car- 
ries the  germs  of  these  diseases  on  its  feet.  It  will  live  and 
thrive  on  manure  heaps,  swill  pails,  and  decaying  material  of 
any  kind,  then  with  its  feet  and  body  covered  with  uncountable 
bacteria  will  walk  over  your  dining  table,  into  the  baby's  milk 
or  any  kind  of  food  leaving  disease  and  death  in  its  trail.  The 
fly  can  be  abolished  by  strict  sanitary  methods.  All  horse 
and  cow  manure  must  be  removed  promptly.  Lime  is  splendid 
to  sprinkle  over  manure  till  removed.  All  'sewerage  must  be 
disposed  of  so  often.  Screens  on  doors  and  windows  prevent 
many  flies  from  entering  the  house  and  a  strict  covering  of 
all  foods  when  on  and  off  the  table,  this  with  fly  paper  will 
keep  the  house  practically  speaking,  clear  of  flies,  also  all  swill 
pails  and  garbage  cans  should  have  tight  lids.  These  precau- 
tions will  keep  your  own  premises  clean,  but  villages,  towns 
and  cities  must  all  unite  in  the  maintenance  of  proper  sanitary 
conditions,  all  filth  being  disposed  of  at  once.  If  the  house  fly 
has  nothing  to  eat,  it  must  die.

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES  REPORTED  FOR  THE 
MONTH  OF  JULY,  1912. 

SMALLPOX — Cases  of  Smallpox  were  reported  as  follows: 
Beaverhead,  1;  Dawson,  1  •  Meagher,  1;  total,  3 ;  total  last 
month,  5;  total  July,  191 1,  17. 

DIPHTHERIA — Cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  as  fol-
